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Kevin Bacon was born on July 8, 1958 
in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He has 
an older brother named Michael (born 
on December 22, 1949) who is a 
country singer. He has been married 
to his wife Kyra “Kiko” Sedgwick 
(born on August 19, 1965 in New York 
City). Kevin and Kyra have two 
children including a daughter named 
Sosie (born on March 15, 1992 in Los 
Angeles, California). Kevin also has a 
cousin named Holly Near (born on 


June 6, 1949 in Ukiah, California). 
Kevin also has three nephews 
including the “Nozuka Brothers”. 
Their names are Justin Nozuka (born 
on September 29, 1988 in New York 
City), Phil Nozuka (cirea 1987 in 
Queens, New York), and George 
Nozuka (born on April 28, 1986 in New 
York City). They are cousins to his 
daughter Sosie. Kevin's father 
Edmund (born on May 2, 1910-died on 
October 14, 2005 at 95) was an 


architect, urban planner, and 
Executive Director of the Philadelphia 
City Planning Commission from 1949 
to 1970. Kevin also has four sisters, 
named Karin, Elinor, Hilda, and Kira. 


Edmund has had a wife named 
Ruth Hilda Holmes. Kevin also 
had his grandparents Helen 
Atkinson and Ellis Williams. In 
his early childhood years, he

Mills that he “wanted life, man, 
and the real thing’. He began 
his acting debut in the 
fraternity comedy film, 
National Lampoon’s Animal 
House (1979), where he played 
Chip Diller, which did not lead 


to fame he had sought, and he 
returned to waiting tables and 
was auditioning for smaller 
roles in theater. In the slasher 
horror film Friday the 13th 
(1980), he played Jack Burrell, 
one of Camp Crystal Lake's 
counselor who became Jason 
Voorhees’ next victim. In the 
popular musical drama 


Footloose (1984), he played 
Ren McCormack, a teenage boy 
who danced with Ariel Moore 
(played by Lori Singer). Kevin 
also appeared in the 1986 
drama film Quicksilver, where 
he played a twenty-something 
floor trader named Jack Casey. 
In the 1987 drama film White 
Water Summer, he played Vic, 


one of Alan Block’s (played by 
Sean Astin) teenage friends. 
Both Kevin Bacon and Elizabeth 
McGovern appeared as Jake 
and Kristy Briggs in John 
Hughes’ romcom film, She’s 
Having a Baby (1988). During 
the same year, he appeared in 
the legal thriller Criminal law, 
where he played Martin Thiel, 


who is a murderer. In the 
comedy film The Big Picture 
(1989), he played filmmaker 
wannabe and film student Nick 
Chapman. In 1990, he appeared 
in the monster horror film 
Tremors as Val McKee, which 
lead to expansion of the 
franchise. In the psychological 
medical horror film Flatliners 


during the same year, where he 
played David LaBraccio. In JFK 
(1991), he played Willie O’Keefe 
who is a male prostitute 
serving five years in prison for 
soliciting. In the 1992 drama 
film A Few Good Men based on 
Aaron Sorkin’s play, he played 
Captain Jack Ross. In the 1994 
sports comedy film The Air Up 


There, he played basketball 
coach Jimmy Dolan. During the 
same year, he played Wade in 
the adventure thriller The River 
Wild. In the 1995 animated 
adventure film Balto, he voiced 
the main title character who is 
a Siberian Husky. In Apollo 13, 
he played famous astronaut 
Jack Swigert. In the crime 


drama film Murder in the First, 
he played orphan and bank 
robber, Henri Young. In the 
1996 film Sleepers, he played 
Sean Nokes, a prison guard who 
assaults a group of young boys. 
In the erotic neo-noir crime 
thriller film Wild Things (1998), 
He played private investigator 
Ray Duquette. In the 1999 


supernatural horror film Stir of 
Echoes, he played phone 
operator Tom Witzky. In the 
sci-fi horror film Hollow Man, 
he played Sebastian Caine, a 
man who became an invisible 
murderer after being injected 
with a mysterious invisibility 
drug. He also had a cameo 
appearance in the comedy film 


We Married Margo. In the 2004 
drama film The Woodsman, he 
played Walter Rossworth, a 
child molester and pedophile. 
In the movie Loverboy (2006) 
which marked his directorial 
debut, he played Marty Stoll. In

In the 
film Patriots Day (2016) which 
is based on the Boston 
Marathon bombings, he played 
special FBI agent Richard 
DesLauriers. In his latest 
horror film You Should Have 
Left (2020), he played retired 
banker Theo Conroy. In the 
comedy television series | Love 


Dick (2016), he played the title 
character who is Sylvere’s 
fellowship sponsor. In the 
crime-drama television series 
City on a Hill (2019), he plays 
Jackie Rohr, a Boston FBI 
Veteran. In the crime drama 
television series The Following 
(2013), he played former FBI 
agent Ryan Hardy. Kevin and 


his older brother Michael have 
formed a country music band 
called The Bacon Brothers in 
1995. In 2007, he found a 
website called SixDegrees.org, 
which is in Alexandra, Virginia. 
Kevin Bacon was also the 
director of his 1996 LGBT 
drama film Losing Chase. He 
will be 63 on July 8, 2021.
